I'd suggest that anyone interested in these contact them 
and begin by asking how best to conduct a search. You may find that it 
will be necessary to go there and thumb through indexes of a number of 
record groups, etc. NARA (National Archives & Records 

Administration) has a number of publications dealing with what types of 
records are held and how to access them. To get a general catalog and 
get started, contact their order desk at (202) 501-5240 (this was a 
good number in 1992, no idea if it's current). Navy records were 
handled by Barry Zerby & Richard Von Doenhoff at (202) 501-5671. The 
Military Reference Branch included Mr. Mahoney (for AAF manuals) at 
(202) 501-5385. Printed Archives included Bill Davis & Rod Ross at 
(202) 501-5350. At the Suitland, MD branch (Washington National 
Records Center) they had old BuShips records and some AAF manuals; I 
believe that section has now been merged with the DC bunch at their new 
facility.

Within the last week or so, UPS has instituted a new policy. They will no 
longer accept "GLASS, ceramics, pottery porcelain, china, etc" for shipment. 
This was instituted due to increased claims for damage. Questioning the 
manager concerning electronic equipment containing glass tubes yielded the 
response "We will NOT ACCEPT such items for shipment. This policy holds for 
any customer counter packages. 


HOWEVER, if a third party ( such as Mail Boxes Etc, etc,) ships any of the 
"banned" items and ACCEPTS LIABILITY for damage, that is OK with UPS. It 
appears that UPS is admitting it's poor handling procedures for package 
shipment and is trying to limit it's damage claims while not making any 
attempt at fixing the root cause of the problem (my humble opinion).

The following item appeared in the Dec. 99 issue of "Physics Today," the 
general information periodical of the American Institute of Physics: 
"VACUUM TUBES ATTEMPT A COMEBACK. Vacuum tubes were the backbone of the 
electronics industry until the 1960s, when their large size, excessive 
power dissipation, and lack of small-scale integrability allowed 
solid-state technology to win out. 


Now, dense arrays of tiny nanotriodes might bring vacuum designs backs, at 
least for niche applications. Researchers at the University of Cambridge 
(UK) have made a 100-nanometer sized anode-gate-cathode device in which the 
cathode consists of multiple metal pillars, which are each only about 1 nm 
in radius and crowded together in a dense forest. The one nanopillar with 
the greatest electric field at its tip is most liekly the source of the 
ballistic, field-emitted electrons in the triode. 


Shooting electrons through a vacuum makes not only for fast switching, but 
also for a few advantages over semiconductor technology: The nanotriodes 
are radiation resistant and operate well at both high and low temperatures; 
also, because they are vertically oriented, integration in the third 
dimension is possible. Electrons issuing from the nanopillars are coherent 
and highly focused, and might be useful for doing holography or 
nanolithography. Remaining problems with this vacuum design include a 
relatively high operating voltage (8-10V) for large-scale integration 
applications, and the reproducibility and longevity of the devices. (A.A.G. 
Driskell-Smith et al., Applied Physics Letters, Vol 75, page 2845, 1999)."

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
